Greek a new lesson iovmilitary tac- 
tics. A successful formation of tba 
phalanx required careful prepara- 
tion, an<l a fairly level country was 
absolutely necessary. V,'her, it was 
possible to command those condi- 
tions* tbo compact squaro of spear- 
men, presented a front that in wns 
almost impossiblu to break. But in 
a sudden eiicountcr, or lighting at 
close quarters, an effective USH of 
the broadsword did not depend on 
any definite order of formation, and 
IE brought into play quito another 
sort of courago.

sonal bravery of tbo individual, tincl
